The trouble with statistics is that they always seem so! 
cold and distant. But accidents "can happen here." In the! 
Main Line area over last Fourth of July, two persons werei 
drowned and another died in a traffic accident. ! 

During the London bombings, people became inured to ! 
seeing death and destruction all around them. It was pos-! 
sible to rationalize that things always happened in the next j 
block or in the next house, but never to you. Our attitude \ 
toward our traffic and needless accident toll seems much the 
same. 

Chances are that the people killed in last July's acci- 
dents felt the same way. Oh, no, it wouldn't have been them.
